On these two Beatings GEOCZS finalp denied fabrication and Maintained 
that hia reports ware obtained froa bona fide sources through clandestine c h a nn e l e. 
In order to shorten the procedure CL ZD "pranged for a carriage teat through Mr. 
Qielow of CID, Salaburg, for 26 Hap. a room was rentedat the Pension WAP*MUHub 
at Bad Balcbenhall for "a aedloal specialist", and GBOCZS was escorted bp Cl 

froa the Beichenhall Jell to this root fbr "nodical exaal nation". CCOCZB suffara 
fro* a serious stoaach allaont with recurrent iptau, in spite of hia under going 
several operations. On the eorolng of the carriage test he felt well, althou£i 
he did not use Medication. 

4. When CT ZD explained to hia the nature of the carriage test, OBOCZE 
inetantlp admitted to intelligence fabrication and revealed hia intelligence 
background as follow i 
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5. CBOCZB began hi a intelligence career in 1932 as informant for Istvan 
JHSKMZ who was eager to fl-d oat the origin of adverse rumors about Hsgtot HQKTHT 

and bis family in ihmgary. In 1934 GEOCZS was pat on the payroll of the Cabino t~ 
bureau by HOBJHT. All the while he retained hit job as a school teacher at Sopron. 

6. In 1942 he was recruited fay the German 3D. Istven HOKTHT, who wanted 
GEOCZS to learn more about German intentions in Hungary, allegedly approved of the 
affiliation. In 1944 CBOCZB was recruiting rtay-behind agents for the Germans, who 
expected the Soviet to take over Hungary* Some of these men, whom he failed to 
mm, could allegedly be recontacted* Organisation of stsy-behlnds was not com- 
pleted became# the radio# which had been promised were never distributed. 

7. Upon cessation of hostilities QB0CZ5 left Sopron in order to evade possible 
persecution at former SD agent. He left in Sopron his mistress, Boss HBCI, and took 
along with him his wife and three children. \^\jU^ 

6* To avoid detection of being a former SD nan GEOC2X traveled constantly 
after the Soviet o coupled the country until the pud of 1944. In 1946 he befriended 
a young AVO man in Hegyeebalom by* the name o f latvaoTP&BR, whom he provided with 
false school credentials which enabled fKHEB to secure of floor statue with the AVH 
and to become captain of Border Guards. IXHBR is now stationed at the Manreaa v 
Buildin g, Budapest* Ano ther person who receive d fal se school credentials from 
GEOCZS la one Ferencs 3XLEZB, who, \ according to (Z0C2, is now with the Hungarian 
Planning Of floe* GB0C2B, feeling that he was now •protected", entered the CP at 
the end of 1946 and secured employment as teacher at Hegyeahalom. 

9. During the tuner of 1947 Hoaa ffiCK appeared in Hegyeahalom, and subse- 
quently GBOOZB was questioned twice, once in August and once in December 1947, by 
the 170 regarding his past. He claimed that he was anti-German and stated that 
for one month he was under arrest fay the 3D— which was true* However, arrest was 
mads in view of his refusal to carry out an order which GEOCZS considered unjust.

10. Fearing that the police investigation bad been brought on fay BECK's do-* 
nouneistion and fearing that aha any provide proof, CK0C3 fled in February 1946 
to Vienna. He moved subsequently to Zell am See and Brack a/d Gross Glockner 3tr. 

In Brack GEOCZS met LaJoa"WI3ffiDUK J who found that GEOCZS had material of Inters 
eat to westernjntelllgence organisations and had not been debriefed fay CJC nor KIS. 
Through ArpatfllEHNKI, a friend of HovisaJSDUK, GEOCZS was recommended to Qydrgy 
mmra, a Zlpperite who recruited him as courier agent after debriefing him. 

11. In May 1949 he was sent back to Hungary on hie first mission, which he 
accomplished satisfactorily. On the way oat he smuggled to Austria one EdlttrffsS. 

12. In the course of 1949 be made two additional trips to Hungary* Each time 
he had a snuggling assignment in addition to his int elli gence mission. On these

14. At first this task involved merely sons basio research, such as coordi- 
natlng and checking drawings with available tom asps, putting In the exact 
aslmutha, co-ordinates, etc. In the course of this research work CEOCZB found la 
the Railroad Museum sad in tbs Technical Mustua of Vienna a Base of technical data 
aad drawings on Hungary with which hs "supplaaentsd" his reports sad got away with 
it. Step by step be became a dyed-in-the-wool "fabricator*. 


15* He still attcapted to retain contact with his "agents* In Hungary and 
with various man smugglers; howev er , tbs low level data furnished by these was used 
merely to give an authentic air to ths "manufactured* reports on railroad profiles, 
bridges, sto. 


16 • Through the aansmugglers ha obtained Hungarian teetmlcal periodicals. In 
which he found forms used by ths Rationalised Hungarian factories to report their 
weekly production data. These GEOCZS used to formulate up-to-date production re- 
ports on the basis of Information which be obtained from refugees. He olalas that 
hie shipping lists on Austro Hungarian railroad traffic were g snuips and that hs 
obtained data for these lists through JossMBICSIX and KaroJy'bTlDihH, both of 
whum allegedly have been arrested by ths Soviet or by Hungarian authorities. 


17. The following of his contacts are still available today:

KAISRR works in the *Wlntsrhafsn* as a ship motor asohsnio and is 
frequently working among the Mssshart ships, where he retains oontact with Hss- 
shart personnslj^Zfhrough these individisls (unidentified) he receives messages 
from one J6ss*/E2B&, a Danube River helmsman residing at Tolna. E2XR plies ths 
river between Mohacs and ths Matyas Rakosi Works at Csepel, delivering 00 al to ths 
Matyas Rakosi Works. Today he is used as a letterbox for IdtvtfTATOS, Sr., and 
Istvsn TATOS, Jr., residents of UjfehArtd. TATOS, Jr., is a railroad employee at 
Wyiregyhaaa, and his sister (name unknown) is Married to another railroad nan 
employed at Zahony. They furnish "nows items* for BPS broadcasts.

KgSe^JQPATA, an Austrian re aidant of Paradorf • LOPATA la a former con- 
tact of (EOCZE viio ha» not been used since the arrest of Karol/ STADZEK* This 
contact could eventually be renewed* 

22. HtiriT^ABATH, an Austrian eltiscn of Hungarian descent. GEOCZS did not 
have his address at hand. KABATH baa contacts with technical personnel working 

. with the firms "Wiener Bricks", "Biro sod Vagner", and the "Siemens* works, all 
under USIA. These firms send skilled personnel into satellite oountrlea to mount 
Tarlous machinery, and this channel Is now used by OEOC23B to o btai n material for 
tds current employer, Aurel * ABBAITCI of HIS. (Incidentally, GEOCZS cl alma that 
ABRAHII in the past diverted "£he military Information obtained from various chan- 
nels to the French IS end that AHRANII also bought Hungarian do cements from 
refugees.) 

23. (£00 ZK is contacted wry two weeks by an employee of the Sicherbeita- 
dlreetlon, Vienna, named PLACET. The latter is informed concerning most of 
(EOCZE’s activities and extends police protection in exchange for Information. 


24. He is oo longer in oontaet with Klhaly FAJBXA3, a fotmer Hungarian cus- 
toms gnard, nor with AttUaJEKKIF A1DSI , both of whom are known to him as iutelli- 
gsnoe fabricators. At present he usee KaaingerlASSLD ss a listening post In 
Tisnna msong Hungarian refhgMS.

his disposal. The fact that he turned fabricator could be at 
least partly attributed to lack of proper control and guidance on 
the part of his foirner control agents, Lanoay and Xbllssyi. v

He probably has contact a in Hungary which could be exploited for 
intelligence purposes* GBOCffl expressed hie willingness to submit 
himsel f and also his couriers to any control, iocludlDg repeated 
carriage tests. 

d. We have hardly any control factors at our disposal in dealing with 
QBOC2S. He is fond of monsy. Hs seemingly loop to establish bl»- 
self as a sen of good standing with the U. 3. authorities, primarily 
to secure steady employment from which he hopes to gain Im pr ovem e nt 
in health* let the strongest control factor is in the hands of 
the opposition, i. e*, he le very fond of hie three children. His 
wife has little role as a oontrol factor, because he is estranged 
from her* tat the opposition la probably aware already of hie true 
identity and knows hie whereabouts* 

Recommendation 

30. It is believed by the undersigned thav wore CZOCZE to receive proper 
guidance and training under a senior case officer he would become an efficient in- 
telligence operator. If the security problems listed in the previous paragraph 
nan be solved, GEOCZU could be considered for employment.
